With the return of pence America Is 
confronted b y a food prob lem even 
harder of solution than that with 
which we coped in time of war. 
We 
have an entirely Hew world situation 
in food. It will mean essential changes 
In our domestic program. 
But more 
Important than this. It must of neces­ 
sity req uire increased export. 
Last y ear we shipped 11,820,000 tons 
of foodstuffs to the European Allies. 
Had the war continued we would have 
Increased this enormous figure to 17,- 
550.000 tons In the present y ear. Now, 
with the responsib ility of feeding mil- 
ions of people lib erated from the Ger­ 
man y oke, our exports must b e b rought 
up to at least 20,000.000 tons—prac­ 
tically the limit of loading capacity at 
our ports. 
World Food Demand Increased. 
The end of the war will create an 
enormously Increased demand for food. 
Humanity demands that the starving 
millions freed from Prussian oppres­ 
sion shall have sufficient supplies to 
assure their return to health and pros­ 
perity . 
If these lib erated nations are 
faced with starvation they cannot es­ 
tab lish orderly governments. 
Hunger 
b reeds anarchy in a people. 
The war 
to free the world for democracy will 
b e lost after It has b een won. 
Amer­ 
ica must continue its work to lib era-, 
tion and b y sharing its food make de­ 
mocracy safe in the world. 
In order to meet this new situation 
the Food Administration has made a 
careful sui4 oy of the food resources of 
the whole world in relation to the to­ 
tal demands. 
Computing supplies on 
the b asis of the avoidance of waste 
and war consumption, it is found that 
wheat and ry e may b e ob tained in suf­ 
ficient q uantities to meet economical 
world consumption; high protein feed 
for dairy animals will show a shortage 
of ab out ih<X)O,o00 tons, while there 
will b e sufficient supplies of other 
feeds to allow economical consump­ 
tion ; b eans, peas and rice will also b o 
found in sufficient q uantities to main­ 
tain economy in consumption; there 
are sufficient supplies of b eef to keep 
pace with the capacity of refrigerating 
space. 
Great F it Shortage. 
The most distinct reversal of policy 
will come with pork and dairy prod­ 
ucts, vegetab le oils, sugar and coffee. 
Utmost economy will b e req uired in 
the use of fats and oils, in which there 
Is a world shortage of ab out 3,(XX),000,- 
000 pounds. 
Inere arc sufficient sup­ 
plies for us to return to our normal 
sugar consumption if other nations 
continue their present short rations, 
or even if their rations are slightly in­ 
creased. 
If the European countries, 
however, are to resume their normal 
sugar consumption it will he through 
our continued conservation in order 
to share with them. 
There is a sur­ 
plus of coffee. 
Of the world total req ffired to pro­ 
duce these results North America will 
furnish more thun 60 per cent. 
The 
United States, Including the West In­ 
dies, will b e in u position to furnish 
a total of ab out 20,000,000 tons— 
against our pre-war exports of ab out 
6,000,000 tons. 
The b read grains situation allows 
the world to ab andon the use of sub ­ 
stitutes In wheat b read. 
Large sup­ 
plies have accumulated In the Argen­ 
tine, Australia and other hitherto in­ 
accessib le markets. 
A continued high 
milling percentage, econNjny of con­ 
sumption and elimination of waste 
make it possib le for the world to re­ 
turn to a white wheat louf. 
Of nil our export possib ilities In 
fats, the largest and most important 
Item is pork. While we cannot supply 
the world deficiency , we will b e ab le 
to help it enormously b ecause of the 
post policies of stimulating production 
and 
restraining 
consumption. 
The 
government’s policy with regard to 
stimulating the production of wheat 
and of pork, the readiest source of 
fats, Is thus amply justified b y the sit­ 
uation upon the return of peace. 
Famine Specter Still Stalks. 
The people of the United States 
must continue care und wise economy 
In the use of food in order to complete 
the work of lib eral ing the world. But 
even with the utmost conservation and 
production hn this country there will 
b e In Europe for the next y ear or more 
starvation b ey ond all human power to 
allay . 
In North Russia there are 40,- 
000,000 people to whom food cannot 
b e made accessib le this winter. Their 
transportation is demoralized in com­ 
plete anarchy . 
And even if Internal 
transport can he assured their ports of 
entry would soon b e frozen. 
Millions 
more who have felt keenly the oppres­ 
sion of war will he b ey ond reach of as­ 
sistance. 
We must realize that upon our 
shoulders rests a greater responsib ili­ 
ty than we have ever b efore b een 
asked to assume. We must realize that 
millions, of lives depend ab solutely 
upon the continued service and sacri­ 
fice of the American people. 
We must realize that the specter of 
famine ab road now haunts the ab un­ 
dance of our tab le at heme.

By A ssociated Press 
With the American Army of Oc 
cupation, Dec. 3.— After their firs 
night’s sleep in Germany, the troops 
of ihe American Army of Occupation 
were ready at dawn this morning to 
resume their march 
toward 
the 
Rhine. 
In iheir advance toward Cob 
lenz the American iorces are moving 
ahead astride the Moselle, travelin 
i»t a northeasterly direction. 
On their arrival at the Rhine tin 
American a r .ny will take over a line 
a little more, than 60 miles in length 
It will describe an arc of a circle 
having Coblenz as its center and with 
a radius of IS 6-10 miles in length 
This circle, pivoting on Coblenz, is 
the bridge heart which the Germans 
conceded in their armistice. 
Along 
the Rhine the Americans will occupy 
a line about 43 miles in length. 
It 
will overlap in some places the Brit­ 
ish line on the left and the French 
on the right. 
During she advance toward Cob­ 
lenz the American line extends about 
20 miles on each side of the Moselle. 
The Americans xepeet to travel from 
7 to 9 miles each marching day, 
wilh a day or two of rest at inter- 
v a Is.

A survey of exp ort figures shows 
that the conservation of flour brought 
about by the vvheatless meals, wheat- 
less days, substitution in our kitchens 
and bakeries, enabled us to send to 
our arm ies and the allies 33,000,000 
barrels of white flour—wheat figured 
as flour.

Nov . 4. 
[ don’t think I will be able 
i!> b e at the front for some time. 
I 
sure got my share the last time I 
was at the front. 
I wa s 
in

hea v y shell fire and don’t know how 
in the world 1 ever got 
out 
alive.

I am still alive 
and sure do 
think I will be back 
to the good old 
C. S. A. to see y ou ail by spring, if 
not before. 
Turkey has "iven up, the 
Huns might as well giv e up, for they 
i are licked, but don’t want to own up

Every clay now brings us nearer to 
the day when the lout will take us 
back to God's country . 
Every one 
talks of home, and what he will do 
when he gets back. 
The Statue of 
Liberty will m ark the beginning oi 
a new life to many — perhaps to nU 
who live to see it. 
I know it will 
represent something to me that i’ 
never did before. 
How T wish I could 
tell y ou al Ithr^F T have reen and ex 
perienctd thus far! 
J don’t think 
ii will be lor.g pow, until I can tell 
y ou. 
On Oct. 30, after two and a half 
months, I received my first letter 
from home. 
Since then others hav* 
followed. 
My vocabulary is not suf 
ficiently extensive to convey to y ou 
my feelings. 
I am .so happy that 
that long period of home silence is 
forever broken. 
We have just heard that the armis­ 
tice has been signed, and that the 
kaiser has abdicated. 
That sounds 
good, even if it is not official. 
The 
beginning of the end is surely heic. 
It may take some little time to set­ 
tle up matters, but I am expecting 
10 
be home by the time it is war weath­ 
er again, if every thing goes wall. 
I am feeling fine, and am happy 
at my work. 
Our fare is fine, and 
my officers are real 
manly 
men. 
Thcie is much of rain, 
and 
the 
French mud is ankle deep. 
Oh boy ! 
My la ir is like thai on a little downy 
chicken 
It Is just long enough to 
begin to comb again, new. 
Tomorrow is tobacco day at the 
commissary . 
I will 
certainly 
bo 
tired tomorrow night, but that will 
b e nothing new, as we work all day 
and a part of the night every day . I 
tell y ou this steak, 
the 
mashed 
spuds and this commissary 'cm is 
great. 
I « aw John Thomas th? other day . 
His home is but a block from y ou. 
It seemed good to see some one from 
y our own home town. 
He is feeling 
fine. 


S o far, I have saved $*5.00, and 1 
have it in Uncle Sam’s coin, too. 
Believe me, I ’ll hang on to it, too. 
Then when I hit the States again 
there will be no banging around to 
get money changed. 
This French 
money looks like wallpaper, 
and 
tears so easily that it is of little ac­ 
count. 
I enclose a one-franc note, 
and my old pass 
to 
La 
Chari to, 
which I cannot use any more. 
I have 
quite a collection of souvenirs.
